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In the last 3 years, the Department has taken two close looks at the status of closed 
circuit television (CCTV) in higher education in New York State. The 1962 survey, based 
upon the Starlin Report, revealed that 12 percent of the higher education institutions sur- 
veyed had CCTV equipment. Today, 26 percent of the institutions surveyed report having 
CCTV equipment in use on their campus. This growth, although not dramatic, is indicative 
of increased interest in the utilization of instructional television to meet educational needs. 
In 1962, 67 percent of the higher educational institutions reported that they were not utilizing 
educational television. This percentage has been reduced to 61 percent another sign of the 
growing interest in CCTV. 






Two developments within the State University of New York also point to an expanding 
statewide growth of CCTV. One, the SUNY resource centers are active in promoting CCTV. 
Secondly, the SUNY educational television plans call for at least four major television pro- 
duction centers and a microwave network to major SUNY campuses. 




The future is bright foi further CCTV developments in higher education. Resistance, 
because of lack of funds, faculty apathy, or lack of administrative leadership, is giving 
way to the recognition of the role television must play to help many of the serious and 
complex problems facing higher education. The growth made during the last 3 years is one 
measuring instrument of progress for educational television.

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At no time in its entire history of development has higher institutional education faced 
a more challenging problem than it does today. Providing more opportunities for more en- 
rollees, in ever-increasing numbers, is a problem common to all levels of education. Coupled 
with the problem of more persons is the even greater problem to teach more in less time. 

The Regents Statewide Plan for the Exp.ansion and Development of Higher Education, 
1964, contains at least two significant recommendations related to the use of mass media 
in institutions of higher learning to meet indicated instructional needs: 

. . .institutions serving large enrollments or offering complex, advanced 
programs, [^shall]] plan as rapidly as possible to develop on-campus edu- 
cational television facilities (closed circuit or 2500 megacycle trans- 
mission) .... 

and 

Qhe Regents] will continue to cooperate with State University, other col- 
leges and universities and the educational television councils in bringing to 
realization a truly statewide educational television network .... 

Survey '65 is compiled as a status report on the development of television facilities in 
institutions of higher learning in New York State. Of the some 750 educational closed- 
circuit operations in the United States, at least half of these are in colleges and univer- 
sitieSi Of this latter number, at least 41 are already operating in New York State. 

The indications seem cleat that institutions of higher learning have begun to consider 
the television medium a necessity in the instructional process.

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The report of the first statewide survey of educational television facilities in institu- 
tions of higher learning in New York, conducted by Dr. Glenn Starlin in 1962, was compiled 
by Robert L. Hilliard and James W. Rice and published in 1964 by the State Education 
Department under the title Survey *62: Television Facilities in Higher Education in New 
York State. In the introduction to that report, it was announced that biennial or triennial 
surveys of educational communications in higher education would continue to be reported 
to keep the information current. This report contains revised information obtained from the 
first survey conducted since 1962, and includes data on facilities and programs projected, 
in most instances, through summer 1965. 

i 

A mail-survey questionnaire was sent to 205 institutions of higher learning in New York 
State in March 1965. Of these, 148 institutions responded with information updating their 
equipment status, while 40 indicated no change in their respective programs since 1963. 
The summary tables which appear on the following pages relate only to new or updated in- 
formation. The detailed listing of responses by individual institutions, which succeeds 
the tables, and which comprises the bulk of this report, includes noth new information and, 
where new information was not forthcoming, a relisting of the status of television develop- 
ment as of 1962 (institutions identified by an asterisk). 



The information sought by this survey was essentially the same as that compiled in the 
1962 report, except for an increase in the amount of detailed information requested con- 
cerning television equipment, facilities, staff, and utilization practices on each campus. 
To conserve space in reporting details, only the number referring to the appropriate question 
appears in the listing of individual institutional responses. 



Each listing contains, in addition to the identification and address of the institution 
and individual from whom additional information can be obtained, the responses to each of 
the following questions as applicable: 

1. Have you utilized television in any phase of instruction at your institution? 

la. If your answer is No, would you indicate whether you feel your institution will ever 
have any need or interest in employing television as an educational tool? 
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2. If you have television equipment at your institution, indicate the amount and kind 
(excluding receiving equipment): 

a. Production facilities:

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SUMMARY 



New or updated information was received from 148 New York State institutions of 
higher learning. Forty-seven (32 percent) of these indicated that they are using or have 
recently used television for instructional purposes on'their respective campuses. Among 
those institutions which indicated that they have not yet developed instructional tele** 
vision, sixty-six (45 percent of total) indicated that they anticipate becoming involved 
with educational television in the future. 



Forty-one institutions (26 percent) indicated that they own and operate television 
equipment, not counting television receivers. Of those not having facilities and equipment 
as of the date of report, twenty-three (16 percent of total) indicated that specific plans 
were being formulated for the acquisition and operation of such equipment in the near 
future. 



Thirty-five institutions (24 percent) acknowledged having had members of their fac- 
ulties participate in telecourses or appear on television on a regular basis. Seventeen 
institutions indicated that they had cooperated with broadcast televised courses for credit 
at some time.
